EV ERAL Laws have been made at feveral tithes 
S in Denmark ; but they were never collefted into one 
Body before the Year 1669. as it appears from the 
Preamble prefixed to this Book, Chriftian V. fays in that 
Preamble, that his Royal Father being fenfible that the Col- 
le&tion of thofe Laws would be very advantageous fo his 
Subjeéts , order’d it to be made with all poffible Care ; 
which was perform’d in the Year abovemention’d. That 
Prince died the Year following. His Sdn Chriftian V. ap: 
inted feveral Perfons to revife thac Work : Some Addi- 
ions and Alterations were matle in it; and atnong other 
Changes , all chofe Things which appeared inconfiftent 
with the King’s Abfolute Power, were left out, At laft 
that Colleétion, thus mended and revifed, was printed in 
the Year 1683.; and all the Laws, Conftitutions, Oe, 
not mention’d in that Code, were declared void, and 
wholly abrogated. 
A pes Franflation of thofe Laws was publifh’d laft 
Year at Copenhagen. They confift of Six Books, divided 
into feveral Chapters; and each Chapter is divided inco 


feveral Articles. I. The Firft Bobk concerns the Admi- 
niftration of Juftice. I. The Second treats of Religion 
and Ecclefiaftical Matters, IIL Alf the Laws relating to 
Civil and Domeftick Affairs, are contained in the Third. 
IV. The Fourth concerns the Navy. V. Property, and 
every thing belonging to it, make the Subje& of the Fifth 
Book. VI, The Sixth runs upon Crimes,and Punithments, 

To give the Readers a more particular Notion of this 
Work , I thall cranfcribe or abridge fome of thofe Laws, 
that are moit Curious and Remarkable ; a Colle@ion of 
a, nature being hardly fufceptible of any other Ex« 
rac.

The Government and Difcipline of the Church of Den- 
mark are fo little known, that IT thought all the Readers 
would be well pleafed ro find here a large Account of the 
Laws relating to that Church.

This Treatife is divided into X. Chapters. I. The Au- 
thor fhews in what Senfe it may be faid that Menare born 
in Sin ; and anfwers fome Objections. II. He propofes 
the Doétrine of thofe Divines, who teach that the Atual 
Difobedience of Adam is imputed to his Pofterity ; and 
confutes it at large. III. He anfwers fome other Argu- 
ments relating to that Head. IV. Dr. Whitby undertakes 
to confute the Opinion of thofe, who maintain that Ori- 
ginal Sin is an inherent Corruption derived from Adam 
by Propagation, V. He anfwers feveral Arguments taken 
from the Holy Scripture to fupport that rine, VI. In 
this Chapter, the Author pofitively affirms, that che Anci- 
ent Fathers did not believe Original Sin. 1. He alledges 
the Teftimonies of thofe Fathers, who declare that Men 
are not born Sinners, and liable to Eternal Punifhments for 
the Sin of d4dam. 2. He quotes thofe Fathers, wha fay 
that Children are not guilty of Adam's Sin, and have not 
contraéted any Corruption by it, for which they deferve to 
be punifh'd. 43. He mentions fome other Fathers, who 
acknowledge a Sort of Original Sin ; but their Opinion 
(fays he) is not contrary to his. WII. The Defign of 
chis Chapter isto thew , that the Ancient Fathers over- 
throw St. Auftin’s —e concerning Original Sin , not 
only by explaining feveral Paflages of the Scripture in a 
different Senfe, but alfo in their Difputes with the Here- 
ticks, St. Auguftin himfelf, fays the Author, forfook the 
Principles he had lsid down againft the Pelagians, and re- 
jefted them in his Retraétationes. VI. In the next Chap- 
cer, Dr. Whithy quotes fome Learned Men, well skill’d in 
the Fathersg who acknowledge that the Fathers before 
St. 4suftin's Time, had not a Right Notion of Original 

Sin, and were inclined to Pelagianifm. Afterwards he 
examines the Paflages alledged by Vofius, to prove that 


the Ancient Church believed the Imputation of % 
Sin; and undertakes to fhew the ae a IX, ‘ok 
the Councils quoted by that Learned Man, the Anthor 
obferves, in the firft place, that moft of their Canons are 
loft ; and therefore ‘tis apaeibl to know certainii 
their Opinion. Secondly , That many Paflages of chote 
Councils alled ed by Vofius, do not prove that they belie. 
ved Original Sin. Thirdly, That the Fathers of cthofe 
Councils departed from the Rule of the Chriftian Faith,and 
laid down the Foundations of AntichriftianTyranny. The 
Chriftians of thofe Times, fays. Dr.Whithy, efpecially in the 
Weft, grew fond of the Writings of the Fathers, the Deci. 
fions of Councils, and the Judgment of the Popes ; The 
press other Teachers and Mafters to Chrift himfeif - 
hey call’d other Men Fathers , flighting their Heavenly 
Father: In a word, they brou Ee in another Rule of 
Faith, to the Prejudice of the Chriftian Church, 
To Five one Inftance of it, ay gy having alledged the 
Authority of St. ugustin againft Pelegins in the Council 
of Ferufalem, Pelagius anfwered, % Et quis eft mihi 
Auguftinus ? What have I to do with Auguftin > 
Whereupon all the Fathers of the Council cried 
out, That a Man who blafphemed againft a Bithop , by 
whofe Mouth God was pleafed to preferve Unity all over 
4frica, thould be expelled, not only from that Affembly 
but alfo from all Chriftian Churches : Bla/phemantem in E. 
p: Scopum » ex cujus ore Dominus univer{a Africae unitatis indyl. 
Serit fanitatem, non folum a conventu ile , verum ab omni E¢e 
clef pone efe. They ufed him in that manner, fays 
the Door, becaufe out of Refpe& for the Precepts of 
Chrift, he refufed to call Se. 4ugu/tin his Father and Ma. 
{ter in Point of Religion, and to look upon him as a 
Chriftian Rabbi. Seilicet quia nom Chrifti monitis ite adver. 


fa fronte pugnaret, ut Auguftinum in fidei negotio Magi frum & 


Patrem appellaret , @* tanquam Chriftianorum Rabbi admitte. 
ret. Nay, (the Docor goes on) ohn having quoted the Ho- 
ly Scripture to vindicate the Dottrine of Pelagius, Orofus 
anfwered him, We are the Children of the Catholick Church : 
Dont require from us, Father , that we foould be fo bald as to 
teach our Teachers, and judge eur Fudges. Nos filii Ecclefie 
Catholice fumus ; non exigas 4 nobis, Pater, ut DoStores 
fuper Doétores effe audeamus, aut Judices fuper Judices, 
Hence it was that the Council refolved to write a Letter 
to Pope Innocent, and to acquiefce in his Judgment. X. Laft. 
Hh the Author maintains that the Doftrine of Original
